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SLEEVING ACTIONS 


by Dave Brennan 


Recently, a well-known benchrest 
shooter, ina conversation with a BATF field 
representative, was told that the posses- 
sion of a sleeved action benchrest rifle 
without visible serial numbers was a felony 
.... @ word with unhappy implications. 

| communicated with the ILA branch of 
the NRA, and at my request, Richard 
Gardiner, Assistant General Counsel of ILA 
made formal request of the BATF for a 
ruling on the subject. 

We are printing herewith an exact copy 
of the formal reply, since | thought it to be 
something that our readership should be 
aware of. What you do from this point on 
is entirely up to you, but we have made you 
aware of the formal ruling. 

The ideal solution (not the easiest 
solution, | agree) would be for the gunsmith 
to mill a small opening in the top of the 
sleeve, so the ORIGINAL serial number can 
be read right through the sleeve. | saw such 


Other than this, if one really wishes to 
follow the letter of the ruling (sometimes it 
is a pain to follow the letter of the law... . 
on the other hand, one can then sleep 
soundly at night), the gunsmith should be in 
touch with the local BATF field agent. The 
“case-by-case basis’ phrase in their letter 
concerns me, from a practical viewpoint. 
Who wants to have to receive a visit from 
the BATF everytime you want to sleeve an 
action? 

Other than that, | think I'll toss one other 
comment in line. At least one of our custom 
action manufacturers puts his serial number 
on the bottom of the action. When a “‘glue 
in’ is assembled, for all practical intents and 
purposes, we have a rifle without a serial 
number (another felony) .... unless we 
request the maker, when ordering an action 
.... TO PUT THE SERIAL NUMBER ON 
TOP.

Dear Mr. Gardiner: 


This is in response to your recent letter to our Chief 
Counsel's office asking if the placement of a sleeve over 
the action of a benchrest rifle, for purposes of 
strengthening the action, is considered obliteration of 
the rifle's serial number within the meaning of 18 U.S.C. 


§ 922(k). 


Placing the sleeve over the action of the rifle, without 
more, would indeed constitute obliteration of the rifle's 
serial number within the meaning of 18 U.S.C. § 922(k). 
However, upon authorization by the Bureau on a 
case-by-case basis, the serial numbers on the action could 


be permanently affixed to the sleeve itself. 


All the 


requisite markings appearing on the receiver should be left 


intact and should not be altered or removed. 


Assuming 


that all of the above requirements are met, the Bureau 
would take the position that no violation of section 922(k) 


would occur.

Soon after | started in benchrest, | 
purchased a lathe, and this was one of my 
first projects. | had put together a sleeved 
action, glue-in, with a used BR barrel; | had 
also invested more than | really wanted to 
in a set of BR dies ... . about $150.00 if 
| recall correctly. | finally concluded that the 
barrel needed to be set back, and | did not 
wish to change the bolt face, or let that 
$150.00 go down the drain, so | purchased 
a set of BR reamers from Henriksen. While 
| was waiting for the reamers to arrive, | 
made the decision that (to me, anyway) the 
BR case holds too much powder. | had just 
read in P.S. how some of the troops were 
making Waldog cases ... . pushing them 
into a .22-250 die. | did the same thing with 
the BR case, going .135 further into the BR 
forming die, and it appeared to work quite 
well. 

| made a headspace gauge, and 
chambered a .22 barrel, so now it was time 
to make some cases. See photo #1. The 
.22 SBR is on the left, and a 6PPC is on the 
right; my loading dies are in the back- 
ground. 

Then, in an effort to get better cases, | 
thinned them down by turning them on the 
outside. See photo #2. On the left is a fired 
.22 BR; in the center basic BR case that 
has been cut off and trimmed to length in 
a file-trim die | made. 

Photo #3 shows the arbor on which the 
cases were turned. | push them on with a 
center in the tailstock, and knock them off 
with a rod through the headstock. | set the 
compound about parallel to the work, and 
muddle with it until | get a cut starting about 
.150 ahead of the extractor cut that will 
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reduce the wall thickness at the front of the 
case .002-.003. Any more reduction than 
that, and they will collapse in the form die. 

| have a 6 SBR that | built after this, and 
really was what | set out to do at the start 
of the project. It works well; no hard ex- 
traction or other problems. 

| even made a 30x43 BR just like the one 
in the last issue. It has finished first or 
second in the last ten ‘‘for score’ matches 
in this area. | think that anyone who has 
some BR implements lying about, and who 
doesn’t want to change a bolt face, can try 
a lot of things along these lines. 

Hope you can use this. | enjoy reading 
about others who have ‘“‘tried something 
different’.

The Eastern Bench Rest Shooters Associ- 
ation was formed by a number of interested 
riflemen who attended a three day Bench Rest 
Match, held on the grounds of the Pine Tree 
Rifle Club, located near Johnstown, N. Y. over 
the Labor Day week-end of 1947. There was a 
general feeling, among the shooters present at 
this match, that there was a definite need of 
such an association. At this time there are an 
increasing number of wildcatters, experimenters, 
gunsmiths, case designers, etc., all bent on the 
same mission of obtaining the ultimate, in accu- 
racy from rifles, and their components. 


At this first meeting temporary officers 
were elected and a planning committee was 
appointed and set up by Harvey A. Donaldson, 
who might be called the dean of all wildcatters, 
and who was elected President of the Associ- 
ation. 


This planning committee consists of. some 
thirty or more prominent riflemen and experi- 
menters of note whose duty was to formulate 
rules and regulations and other necessary data 
to carry out a successful organization. 


A number of the members of the planning 
committee attended a special meeting which was 
called by the President, to draw up a set of by- 
laws, and to handle other matters in regards to 
new matches, which will be held this season. 
This meeting was held in Johnstown, N. Y. early 
in January of this year. It was decided at 
th:s time to change the name of the organization 
to the BENCH REST SHOOTERS ASSOCI- 
ATION, to avoid limiting its area of operation 
geographically, to the Eastern States, and it will 
thus include our many friends in Canada. 


It is the sincere hope of this planning 
committee that the Association serve as a melt- 
ing pot for all new data and information, which 
will in turn be passed along to all its members. 
it was generally agreed by those present, that 
some definite course be agreed upon, and then 
carried out and the following rules and regu- 
lation, after careful consideration, were voted 
upon, as at least a start in the right direction.

1. That the Association be open to any inter- 
ested rifleman. 


2. That a set of by-laws be prepared and for- 
warded to all the members. 


3. That it will be the duty of the planning 
committee to adopt rules and regulations, that 
will be in force, in all matches held under the 
sponsorship of the Association. This will in- 
clude the setting up or the establishment of 
various classifications of rifle weights, compon- 
ents, shooting position, scoring, etc. This would 
also cover any restriction or regulation that 
might come up from time to time, which might 
of itself have a tendency to force the develop- 
ment of the rifles, the barrels, methods of gun- 
smithing, as well as the components themselves. 
As an example, hold special matches for those 
rifles in 22 caliber, that develop 4000 ft. sec. vel. 
or over. Include other matches for special high 
speed 25 caliber rifles. This would definitely 
force the development of better bullets, or of 
improved jacket material, as well as the im- 
provement of the other components. 


4. It was agreed that an annual meeting, 
together with an annual Match, be held at the 
end of the shooting season at which time new 
officers would be elected for the following year. 
Due to the fact that the Association originated 
and was formed on the grounds of the Pine Tree 
Rifle Club, in Johnstown, N. Y., and also that the 
date was over the Labor Day week-end, it was 
voted to. hold the 1948 meeting in Johnstown, 
N. Y., on this same date. This club will con- 
tinue to hold a match on this date regardless 
of where later annual meetings may be held. 


5. It was decided that the dues for member- 
ship be $2.00, payable at the annual meeting. 


6. That the secretary contact as many clubs 
as possible to arrange for Association sponsored 
matches for the coming year. 


7. It was also decided that a minimum of five 
shots be fired for group at 100 yards, instead of 
three, to eliminate the error of chance. 
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8. Each Host Club will supply their own 
scorers, and target handlers, in all sponsored 
matches. 


9. No two shooters may use the same rifle, in 
any one relay. 


10. Prizes awarded at matches left to the dis- 
cretion of the Host Club, holding the match. 


11. Asa means of raising some revenue, it is 
suggested that each club charge a reasonable 
registration fee, not to exceed $1.00 per day. 
This amount going to the Host Club. This 
should help some to defray cost of operation. 


12. That.a registration blank be prepared, and 
that it be PROPERLY filled out by each contest- 
ant, at sponsored matches. This blank to in- 
clude the following information. Name and 
the address of each contestant. Model and 
caliber of rifle used. Name of gunsmith, if 
custom made. Make and power of scope used. 
Weight and kind of bullets used. This regis- 
tration blank to be forwarded to the Secretary 
of the Association, after each match, who will 
compile this data and have it available for 
record as well as data for any member inter- 
ested. 


13. Free rifle matches shall place no restriction 
on rifles used, except that the rifle with scope 
have a total weight NOT to exceed twenty 
pounds. Restricted matches may later be held, 
wherein the total weight may not exceed eleven 
pounds. 


14. All scoring shall be in decimals to the 
hundredth of an inch. 


15. That official targets as used in our matches 
be the fifty yard at one hundred yards, and the 
hundred yard target used at two hundred yards. 
This standard target as to measurement of scor- 
ing rings, regardless of some certain size or 
shape of aiming point placed on the target, 
should insure a standard of measurement neces- 
sary in compiling data. This target quetsion 
is still open to debate, and it may be possible to 
either have the host club furnish, and thus 
decide what target shall be used, or that any 
contestant may furnish his own particular tar- 
get which may contain his own idea of an aiming 
point as long as it does NOT conflict in other 
measurements with the standard target. The 
decision to shoot for either group or score 
should be left with the Host Club holding the 
Match. We believe that the majority of the 
planning committee agreed that the SIZE of the 
group should detide the winner, regardless of 
the position of the group, as placed on the target. 


16. The committee voted for the publication of 
a news sheet or what might be called the 
“Voice” of the Association, and this could well 
become a monthly publication later if a larger 


membership in the organization made this pos- 
sible. This booklet, which will be furnished 
members just as soon as it is possible will con- 
tain data and articles of interest to any Bench 
Rest Shooter. Data for building the best bench 
or at least the one we have found the best in our 
own experimenting. Data on all of the com- 
ponents used together with data on bullet mak- 
ing. Also articles on bench rest shooting as well 
as on crow, chuck and other vermin shooting. 


In order to give the reader some idea of the 
type and size of the 100 yard target used in the 
first bench rest match that was held on the 
grounds of the Pine Tree Rifle Club near Johns- 
town, N. Y. last Labor Day, we show herewith, 
in full size, this target. 


The members of this club, after trying 
every style and type of target ever devised, in- 
cluding targets used in rest shooting over fifty 
years ago, concluded that the one finally selec- 
ted was the best for our purpose. 


Different sizes of the white centers were 
tried as well as in the width of the black rim of 
the square. The target shown gives less eye 
strain, than any other where a scope of from 
12 to 20 power is used, with fine cross hairs, thus 
with less error in aiming. 


The idea is to sight in the rifle in such a 
manner as to have the group form on or near 
the X ring. Thus the white center, inside of the 
black square, remains the same throughout the 
string. No bullet holes to destroy the aiming 
point, and less trouble is encountered if barrel 
is slightly canted, during the string. It is also 
very easy to spot the shots as each is fired. 
Various ideas have been worked out to prevent 
canting the rifle. Our own trials have shown 
that where targets are placed on a level target 
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frame, the eye will easily determine if the rifle is 
canted or not. Perhaps the highest praise we 
have had for this target came from the many 
contestants who used it for the first time during 
our 1947 Labor Day Shoot. 


This idea of the perfect target opens up a 
field that will stand even more extensive exper- 


imenting. Thus we should encourage any new 
idea that appears, and give it our careful 
attention. 


There were so many contestants at our Labor 
Day Match that in order to give as many of 
them as possible a chance to compete only three 
shots were fired in each relay by one rifleman. 
30% of the entry fee was returned as prize 
money for the best GROUP. 30% for the best 
score, and 30% for the best center shot, or 
closest X. Any single competitor could win two, 
but not all three of these prizes, in any one relay. 
The competition in this match was very keen. 
No individual got the lions share, but taking all 
in’all, which covered 21 relays in the three days 
of shooting, the ten top contestants had an aver- 
age of less than 3/4, inch for the entire match. 
The high average for the match went to William 
J. Prescott of Machias, N. Y. His AVERAGE 
for 21 three shot 100 yard groups was only .516” 
or just over one half inch. Some of his groups 
were hardly more than 1/16 inch larger than 
the bullet diameter of .224” that he used. This 
shooting is even MORE remarkable when one 
learns that during the match, the scope mounts 
loosened, and one or more relays were fired 
before matters were corrected. 


This match proved that in a good barrel, well 
fitted and chambered, with the proper compon- 
ents for that particular combination, a HOT 
wildcat case can be exceedingly accurate. 
More so than anyone ever dreamed about a few 
years ago, when the minute of angle group was 
something for the book. 


We believe as many interested riflemen, as 
possible, should make an effort to attend at least 
one of the scheduled rest matches that will be 
held under the sponsorship of the Association 
this present season. We all learn from others, 
and there is so much yet to learn. From our 
own experience the bench rest shooter repre- 
sents the highest degree of rifleman. Nothing 
LESS than ALL shots in ONE hole will interest 
him. 


As this little folder goes to press we can 
report there has been five Association sponsored 
matches scheduled for this 1948 shooting season.

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Dear Dave, 

| went to Council Cup for their June match 
last weekend. It was a ‘‘designated 
tournament’, and we wanted to see if we 
could pick up a point or two in all the goings 
on. I’m enclosing a copy of the competitor’s 
match report, so you can take a better look 
at the way things went. As you can see, 
Tony Boyer continues to be tough; he’s 
undoubtably THE hot IBS shooter at the 
moment. 

As | told you in my earlier letter, | feel that 
basically | am now shooting as well as | ever 
have. My theory about it being EQUIP- 
MENT that makes winners appears to be 
holding up ... . at least to my satisfaction. 
Since | purchased Ed Goff’s gun, I’ve had 
two wins with it. Tony Boyer has beaten me 
for the two-gun award in both of these 
matches, but in retrospect, | feel that | have 
not had the gun loaded properly. | also had 
some bad luck. | was winning the 100 yard 
light varmint until the very last target when 
| got CAUGHT BADLY in a .600 angle and 
intensity switch that was nearly unreadable. 
| had been shooting this same angle on all 
previous targets, but with a greatly reduced 
intensity. My shooting error .... entirely 
me. At 200 yards, it rained, and the Euber 
group was loading in a tent. | had a hang-fire 
.... pop-bang .... either wet powder or 
wet primer . . . . with a resulting inch and a 
half group, and that put me out of the light 
varmint shindig. 

In the heavy varmint class, at the 100 
yard stage, | fired a .215 aggregate. It’s 
mildly interesting that with all the National 
Championships that I’ve won.... I’ve 
never shot an agg in the teens. It seems to 
be some sort of a mental barrier. But, in any 
event, this .215 is about as good as I’ve ever 
done at the shorter yardage. Hart’s range 
has always been a difficult one for me. | 
ended up with a .269 grand agg. | also fired 
an .071 warmup group, and when | figure 
a six group agg for myself, at 100 yards, it 
comes out to a .191 agg. Carry the mental 
gymnastics a bit further, and substitute the

.071 for my big group of a .307, and the agg 
would then be .168 . . . . down in the record 
area. 

You certainly are aware that I’ve been 
shooting poorly for two years now... . . and 
all of a sudden | am picking up points at 
shoots .... and able to realistically think 

. even if it’s only vaguely think .... 
about setting records again. This, in my 
opinion, is due solely to equipment. 

Another point that supports my equip- 
ment theory (equipment makes winners) is 
your buddy the Good Dr. Maretzo. With his 
good guns, he beat Geraci and everyone 
else at the Crawfish. After losing those 
guns, he has not shot well since. His 
shooting ability was not taken fromhim... . 
but his good equipment was. 

| strongly believe that in order to win at 
a major match today, you need a tack driver 
of a rifle that is capable of shooting groups 
in the zeros in good conditions. Attached 
you will find a photocopy of five targets that 
Don Geraci sent me recently. A new Hart 
barrel on his heavy varmint rifle by Dale 
Hutcherson, and he went out to test it. The 
five consecutive groups were .122, .200, 
.174, .067, and .123.... for a .1372 agg. 
Such a practice session has got to boost 
one’s confidence in his equipment! In a 
phone discussion with Don recently, he 
expressed a very basic belief, a very firm 
belief .... with his (top flight) equipment, 
including (ahem) Euber bullets, and wind 
flags for his benches, in good conditions

.... if he doesn’t shoot a .180 agg at 100 
yards, then he has made a serious shooting 
mistake in his readings of the flags. He tells 
me that his shooting has improved tre- 
mendously since he started putting out his 
own wind flags. All | know is that you listen 
to what the winners have to say, and make 
your own adjustments. 

I'll be going to Kelbly’s for the NBRSA 
Championships in two weeks. I’m going to 
use Ed Goff’s gun again, as R & M Precision 
hasn't completed their work on my old 
sporter. It’s going to be interesting (for me 
at least) to see how | place. I’m not confident 
that my equipment is the equal of Don 
Geraci’s, so I’m planning to put a new 
crown on my barrel, and make a run at him 
by sheer desire and aggressiveness .... 
determined to shoot to 100% of my cap- 
ability at that match .... what that cap- 
ability is .... is the question that we will 
have to resolve. The best I’ve ever done in 
the three gun is a .281 grand agg. | believe 
that Ed’s gun can better that. What’s 
needed to win depends on conditions, and 
what the other shooters do. 

| hope to see you at Kelbly’s next week. 
Let’s have a beer together some evening, 
and just rap about the sport. 

(Editor’s note: It is obvious that Allie 
Euber is getting SERIOUS again. A little 
success is occasionally all that is needed to 
get a talented shooter ‘‘on aroll” again. And 
Allie Euber remains .... and will always 
remain, to me... . one of the great ones).

Seating Depth Question 


TO: About Twenty Successful Shooters 

Ladies, Gentlemen, Whatever, 

Like the ghost of Christmas past, or an unpaid parking ticket, | have returned to your life. 
HELP ME (again)! 


| will be starting a new question-answer article, in either the September or October issue. 
The last one, on barrel cleaning, was tremendously popular with our readership, and | believe 
that the wide scope of answers provided authoritatively dealt with that question. 


Can | ask for your assistance, and input, again? This one is going to deal with BULLET 
SEATING DEPTH, which surely is one of the most critical factors in getting a rifle to shoot 
well. | suspect that virtually all of us have had the experience of a rifle that wouldn’t shoot 
suddenly coming alive with a mere change in seating depth. I’m sure that our readership 
would benefit from your experienced input on this one. I’m also certain that your answers 
will vary, as there are different schools of thought on the subject. Hopefully, the replies | 
get will ‘‘cover the waterfront’’ of opinion, and let us look at things from more than one 
angle. 


Okay, here are the questions that | would like to have you address: 


(1) As a preamble, do you basically favor ‘‘jumping’’ the bullet, just touching the lands, 
or into the lands seating? 


(2) When you get a new barrel, describe how you go about determining the correct seating 
depth for that barrel. 


(3) As the barrel gets older, and some erosion of the lands takes place, do you advance 
the bullet seating depth at all? 


(4) Any comments that you want to make on the subject. 
Thanks for your help. It is much appreciated.

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Seating depth of the bullet, in reference 
to the barrel rifling, is extremely important 
to accuracy. In my experience, the rifles in 
this household shoot extremely well, and it 
is only this shooter’s inability to cope with 
the pressure of competition that keeps him 
further down the list than he is satisfied with. 

Until recently, | have always done well at 
200 yards, at least when contrasted with 
my routinely so-so performance at 100 
yards. | have always rationalized this, in my 
own mind, as being somehow caused by an 
apparent inability to accurately read the 
conditions close to the firing line. Didn’t 
make all the sense in the world, but | 
couldn’t come up with a better theory.... 
and | DID do a lot of soul-searching, and 
talking to myself on the subject. This theory 
has now had to be thrown out the window, 
based on some recent experimentation. 

| had two new barrels installed on my 
varmint rifles this past winter, and regret- 
ably did not have an opportunity to work 
with the rifles in any appreciable amount 
until the start of the match season itself. 
One of them has a short throat, with the 
cartridge overall length being just 2.120 
inch with Brawand bullets, with the bullet 
seated to just contact the lands. The 
second barrel has to have cartridges seated 
to an overall length of 2.235 to just make 
contact with the lands with the same 
Brawand bullets. | developed a load with 
what is for me, standard procedure (bullets 
just touching the lands) with the short 
throated barrel, and found that it shot well 
at 100 yards. In fact, at the June Council 
Cup match, the first four record groups 
measured .130, .091, .169, and .221. The 
fifth record group, and | had the first four 
shots in .105, and all | had to do was put 
that fifth one in there to have a .143 
aggregate, and the record hands-down. 
Well, old dummy here had so much ad- 
renalin pumping around in the Borden in- 
ternal system that when it came time to 
squeeze the trigger, | didn’t squeeze it, | 
yanked the bejabbers out of it in my childish 
enthusiasm for the task of getting the bullet 
started down range . . . . and the five shot 
group ended up at .425. 

At this stage of the game, on Saturday 
night, the Borden Self-Psyche Clinic held an 
emergency session, and | had myself 
convinced that | wasn’t THAT FAR out of 
it... . after all (I told myself) you’re a 200 
yard shooter, Borden; you’re gonna murder 
the bums tomorrow. | went to bed, and slept 
the sleep of the innocent and the guileless 

. while dreams of sugarplums (forget 
that) ssi; 

Next day my 200 yard performance was 
alittle less than dazzling. . .. myname was 
not exactly on everyone’s lips. The smallest 
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group that | could muster, under very 
favorable shooting conditions, was a .445 
.... and that was a pure vertical string. I’m 
not certain that ‘“‘pure’’ is the correct 
adjective .... but this is a family publi- 
cation. 

Further testing of the rifle was obviously 
in order, and later that week, the approach 
road to the Council Cup range saw the 
return of the Borden family vehicle, with a 
very determined . . . . and puzzled... . Mr. 
Borden behind the steering wheel. 

Conditions for testing were just about all 
one could ask for; a relative calm, with only 
the mildest of right to left for a condition. The 
seating depth was left as it had been, with 
the bullet just touching the lands, and the 
powder charge at 27.4 grains of H322. Five 
groups were fired at 200 yards. Each group 
had very little horizontal dispersion, but the 
vertical dispersion was downright horren- 
dous; the largest group was about .750, 
and the smallest about .450. The powder 
charge was gradually increased to 28.0 
grains of H322, and the vertical dispersion

was reduced, but the overall performance 
was quite erratic, and less than satisfac- 
tory. Feeling that | had nothing to lose but 
a few moments of wasted time, | adjusted 
the seating die to give an .020 jump, instead 
of touching; the powder charge was left at 
28.0 grains of H322. Three consecutive 
groups were fired... . allin the twos.... 
this at 200 yards. Then | switched the 
targets to the 100 yard target frames and, 
leaving everything exactly the same as had 
done so very well at 200 yards, several 
groups were fired. Once again, gross 
vertical dispersion resulted. | then changed 
back to where | was previously . . . . bullets 
just touching the lands, and 27.4 grains of 
H322. Once again, a return to a superior 
level of accuracy .... two consecutive 
groups in the low ones. 

The long throated barrel was then tested 
at both ranges, and incredibly, the results 
were EXACTLY the same. The gun shot far 
better with land contact at 100 yards, and 
jumping the bullet at 200 yards. | have to

admit that | am quite confused by these test 
results, and cannot come up with a ready 
technical explanation. 

Off that (puzzling) subject, you asked 
how | determined the overall length of a 
cartridge, so that it will just touch the lands. 
It is really quite simple. The method can be 
used on new or old barrels. A piece of 3/16 
inch brazing rod, about 30 inches long, is 
used. | put the bolt in the rifle, and close the 
bolt on an empty chamber. The brazing rod 
is carefully inserted in the muzzle end of the 
barrel, and run down into the barrel, until it 
stops against the bolt face. While holding 
the rod firmly against the bolt face, | place 
a piece of masking tape around the rod, 
flush with the muzzle end of the barrel. The 
rod is then removed from the barrel, and the 
bolt is removed as well. A bullet is then 
dropped into the chamber, nose first, and 
gently pushed into the barrel until it just 
touches the rifling. The rod is now rein- 
serted down the muzzle, until it just touches 
the front of the bullet. Another strip of 
masking tape is wrapped around the rod, 
flush with the muzzle. The rod is removed, 
and the distance between the back edges

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of the tape is measured with a set of dial 
calipers. This distance is the overall length 
of a cartridge, with that lot of bullets, to just 
contact the rifling. A Davidson bullet seating 
depth checker is used, in conjunction with 
a set of dial calipers to compare other 
brands and lots of bullets with the test 
bullet. 

The throat is checked by the method 
described above about every 500 rounds, 
and the seating depth is adjusted to keep 
a consistent setup. As a matter of record, 
| have one Hart barrel that has over 4,000 
rounds through it, and the seating depth 
has only been adjusted .014 inch.

Dear Dave, 

Bullet seating depth determination 
usually is controlled by several factors, 
according to what I’ve learned from several 
knowledgable sources over the years. 

The first of these factors to come to mind 
is whether the chamber was cut with a 
finishing reamer having an integral throater; 
or separately, with a throating reamer. 

Some of our best benchrest riflesmiths 
use a separate throater, which requires a 
trial and error approach to find correct 
seating depth. On average, the majority of 
such chamberings seem to do best with the 
bullet jumping .010 to .025. 

In chambers cut with a finishing reamer 
having an integral throat, one can almost 
always get good results by seating the 
bullet not less than .005, nor more than .010 
into the lands. Such precise seating is easily 
obtained by using a gauge made from a 
short (an inch to an inch and a quarter) 
section of barrel chambered with the same 
reamer to a depth about equal to the base 
of the case shoulder. One simply drops a 
fully fireformed empty case into this gauge, 
and measures the overall length of both, to 
establish a zero reference point 
measurement .005-.010 greater. Throat 
erosion is usually compensated for by in- 


creasing the reference base measurement 
about .005 every 1200-1500 rounds. 

The second factor is powder burning 
rate. Fast powders (4198 and RE7, for 
example) often seem to perform better 
“‘jumping’’ a little. The probable reason for 
this is that the jumping tends to relieve the 
peak chamber pressures of fast powders. 
Conversely, ‘‘slow’’ powders, most notably 
4895, with its commendably wide 
pressure/accuracy latitude, seems to work 
best with the bullet firmly seated into the 
lands. Here the probability is that loadings 
of this powder benefit from the increased 
pressure peak that results from such 
seating. 

A third factor that some very good 
benchrest shooters expound is that bullets 
with ‘‘fat’’ pressure rings (at least .004 or 
.224’s, more on sixes) are much less critical 
to seating depth variations. The theory 
here, and it does appear to have merit, is 
that the fat pressure ring at the base of the 
bullet affords a certain amount of 
“swiveling’’ action, allowing the bullet to 
seek and find its own alignment with the 
throat, which may well be less than 
‘‘dead-on’’ concentric with the chamber, if 
cut with a separate throater. 

Even without a special gauge as de- 
scribed earlier, it is relatively simple to 
establish accurately known seating depth 
for any chambered barrel, new or other- 
wise. Remove the barrel from the action 
(Editor: he wants ME to remove the barrel 
from the action .... and he says this 
method is ‘‘relatively simple’? My house 
would be a total wreck, as would be the gun, 
if | ever had to remove a barrel from an 
action), and hold it securely in a vise, 
chamber end up. Push a fire formed empty 
case snugly into the chamber and deter- 
mine the zero reference measurement of 
that particular chamber with a depth mike. 
Then adjust the seater to seat the bullet 
which, when measured the same way, will 
produce a measurement .005, .010, .020, 
or .040 GREATER than the zero reference 
point. With the knowledge that a Wilson 
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seating die plunger has linear thread of .040 
per full turn, one can interpolate from there, 
and put the seated bullet just about any- 
where that he wants it. Both this method, 
and the special gauge method, of course, 
will produce accurate results only for a 
specific bullet shape. If you change bullet 
shapes, dies, ogives, etc., then you must go 
back to square one, and measure again. 

If in doubt, try it both ways. 

As an “‘off the subject’ addendum, on the 
several very descriptive articles on barrel 
cleaning in the current issues of P.S., some 
of the observations mentioned by the 
various authors certainly tended to confirm 
some sage advice given me some time back 
by a little old gray haired barrelmaker, ‘‘if 
you find that you must use such extraor- 
dinary cleaning compounds as ammonia, 
mild abrasives, hydrogen peroxide, mer- 
cury and tabasco sauce, you are probably 
treating the symptons, rather than the 
problem. Consider getting a new barrel’.

To a benchrest shooter, correct seating 
depth is very closely related to the overall 
performance of rifle. Without it, all of the 
other efforts of the shooter would be 
hampered. Relating to this problem, some 
age-old questions have been: 
¢ Do | seat the bullet to touch the lands? 
¢ If so, how much? , 

e Do | seat the bullet to “jump” to the 
lands? 
¢ If so, how far off the lands? 


| feel that the answer to the above 
questions is related to the individual rifle and 
the chosen powder charge. This subject 
has been ‘‘kicked around”’ for as long as we 
have had benchrest shooters. After much 
experimentation, | have settled on the in- 
dividual method which serves ME best. In 
any phase of the sport, a method which 
gives an individual results that he can live 
with should be considered. 

It is hoped that this article will help other 
shooters solve two bullet seating questions. 
The first is a way to establish bullet seating 
depth or overall cartridge length (O.A.L.) for 
anew or different rifle, and the second is to 
be able to go to a different lot or brand of 
bullet. After all, our only objective is to 
product some ‘‘slack grabbers’ that the 
other guys seem to always have. 

To start with, | take a case that has been 
fired in the chamber, but unsized. A bullet 
is seated as far out as possible and the 
O.A.L. recorded. After the dummy round 
has been carefully chambered and bolt 
closed, it is removed and again the O.A.L. 
is recorded. The difference in the two 
O.A.L.’s is relative to the distance the bullet 
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has been forced back into the case by the 
lands. My seating die is adjusted for the new 
O.A.L. and another dummy round made up. 
Using very fine steel wool, polish the bullet 
before it is chambered. The dummy round 
is then carefully placed in the rifle, trying to 
avoid touching the bullet on the chamber 
wall and/or bottom of the throat. The bolt 
is closed and the round carefully extracted, 
again trying to avoid touching. If the bullet 
has engaged the land, there will be peri- 
pheral points or marks on the bullet. The 
amount of contact that | look for is a point 
rather than elongated marks. If the bullet 
has been etched by deep and/or elongated

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marks, it has been pushed too far into the 
lands. By making adjustments on the 
seating die, the desired contact can be 
found and this O.A.L. recorded. As ex- 
plained later, | adjust my die to make my 
final O.A.L. just long enough to make the 
marks disappear. This then allows my 
bullets to ‘‘jump’’ to the lands. The next 
step is to go to the range and fire a few 
groups at this setting. Then | place a .010” 
feeler gauge between the seater cap and 
top of the die. This effects a .010” increase 
in the O.A.L. a few groups are tried at this 
setting. Additional seating changes are

made by increasing the feeler gauge 
thickness (by .005” in each step) until the 
desired results are achieved. This final 
O.A.L. Is also recorded. | feel that this 
method allows me to effect seating depth 
changes quickly between relays as weather 
conditions, etc. dictate. 

Thanks to Alvin Davidson of Las Cruces, 
New Mexico, the chore of going from one 
lot of bullet or changing brands no longer 
is a problem. Davidson makes a little two 
piece tool he calls a ‘‘seating depth 
checker’. This tool fits between the jaws of 
a dial or vernier caliper. One part is the 
‘throat’ area and the other is seating base 
for case head. Once these are locked to the 
jaws, aloaded round can be measured from 
the contact on the ogive to the base of the 
cartridge. For recordkeeping, | refer to this 
as the O.T.B. distance. Since the overall 
length of bullets can and do vary, | feel that 
this distance (O.T.B.) is more important 
than the O.A.L. Very little variation has been 
found (by me) in the point of contact to the 
base of custom bullets. By using a proven 
round as my control, | only have to adjust 
the O.T.B. of any new bullet to that of my 
control. In the past, | have been able to get 
the expected results with only minor seating 
and/or powder changes. If a different bullet 
weight is selected, some adjustment to the 
powder charge is probably necessary.

Dear Dave, 

In 1982 | really tried to get into this bullet 
seating thing. | would hear about all the 
amazing groups that were shot at just so 
many thousandaths off the rifling so | tried to 
find that secret combination. Well, | shot up 
a lot of good bullets and put a lot of wear 
on Faye and my barrels. After a while, | 
could see | was getting nowhere fast. On 
a given day, | could work up a load with a 
certain bullet seating depth that shot like a 
house afire. Take that same load the next 
day, and it would not shoot very well. | 
would have to change the powder charge 
or the bullet seating depth or both to get it 
to shoot. With me trying to keep four rifles 
tuned in this way was impossible for me to 
keep up with so | gave up on that secret 
depth that gave you those little bitty groups. 

This is how | set up our rifles. | seat the 
bullet so that it shows what | call a square 
mark on the bullet. This means on a new 
barrel, the mark on the bullet will be as long 
as it is wide. | steel wool the bullet so | can 
see better the rifling marks on the bullet. 
This is the way | leave it; | only change the 
powder charge to work up the load. Every 
100 rounds, | check the depth and move the 
bullet out as it is needed to keep a square 
mark on the bullet. After a while, the rifling 
will start to get narrower. Then the mark on 
the bullet | am looking for may get 2-6 times 
longer than it is wide. When the barrel gets 
like this, | try to keep the bullet into the rifling 
as far as | can, but not be able to feel it when 
| close the bolt. | do not want a bullet out 
where it will stick in the rifling if | open the 
bolt. 


| also full length size our cases every time. 
| use a Bonanza full length sizing die. This 
die works well with my reamers. | push the 
shoulder of the cases back just far enough 
SO you can just feel the case in the chamber 
when | close the bolt all the way. If anyone 
tries this with their rifle, they will have to be 
sure they are feeling the shoulder hit when 
they close their bolt, not the body of the 
case hitting. If you push the shoulder back 
too far, every time the case is going to pull 
in after a while from overworking the brass. 
| have not had this trouble, but | know this 
has happened. You can smoke the shoulder 
of the case with a candle to make sure you 
are touching chamber shoulder with case. 
With this method, you have no problems 
loading or extracting the case from the 
chamber, even with hot loads so therefore, 
you can shoot a lot quicker. | also use a lot 
of neck tension on the bullets, enough that 
they are hard to seat by hand. 

With this method, we do not get little 
groups all the time, but neither do we get 
big groups from day to day as happened 
when | was messing with the bullet seating 
depth. The only thing | do at a match is go 
up or down a click on powder. 

This is the way | shoot Allie Euber’s 68 
grain flat base bullets. Of all the bullets | 
have tried, Allie’s are the easiest for me to 
shoot. This is probably true because of the 
method | use for bullet seating, and you can 
put some powder in the case with his 
bullets. 

Needless to say, | like a hot load and | 
think a hot load will give you a better 
average in overall conditions.

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Building A Proper Loading Bench 


By Art Hilgendorf 


For a number of years | have been re- 
loading off an old kitchen table. It’s been a 
desire of mine to design and build a sturdy 
loading bench that would suit my needs and 
allow for expansion. | studied other benches 
and books on the subject but was never 
satisfied with any of the ideas expressed. 
| tried sketching out a few ideas, but nothing 
was encouraging enough to start me 
building. 

Then in December of 1979 a friend, Don, 
called and started describing some plans he 
had received in the mail. (He was also bench 
shopping.) Since Don is a draftsman, we 
had had discussions at various times and 
checked some of our ideas against good 
structural design engineering methods. 
Well anyhow, | wasn’t comprehending 
these new plans, so | paid him a visit. As 
it turned out they were the plans from the 
National Reloading Manufacturers As- 
sociation. | had seen the ads a dozen times 
but never took the time to send for them. 
Now for an hour we second guessed every 
detail and finally decided that whoever had 
designed the bench had done their 
homework. We did some calling around and 
in about two weeks bought all the materials 
necessary for construction. We did make 
some changes; such as increasing the 
length from six feet to eight feet, reducing 
the lower shelf by about half, lowering the 
table height for sit-down loading, and using 
two sheets of plywood of C-D grade instead 
of all A-C grade. The last was a mistake. 
The bench would look much nicer if all A-C 
grade plywood had been used. 

My house was selected as the con- 
struction site since | had the room and tools. 
Don and | have a two week Christmas 
Holiday vacation, and this was used to 
initiate construction. 

The plywood was laid out and calcula- 
tions were made as to what and where the 
cuts were to be made. This was done in the 
garage, where we could get enough room 
to move the 4’ x 8’ sheets. The long cuts 
are the toughest. We used the edge of 
another sheet as a rip fence. It took two 
short evenings to cut all the pieces to size. 
Where possible, we left extra wood, So we 
could recut the edges on my 10” table saw 
for improved squareness. The pieces were 
all marked like the plan sheet and stacked 
in the basement for final trimming and 
assembly. 

To speed the assembly of the benches, 
we used drill motor driven screwdriver bits. 
We found the slow speed, high torque, 
variable speed drills the best. Those big 
wood screws took a lot of torque. We also 
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used the special drills that are used for 
countersinking and sizing the hole at one 
time - very efficient. 

To correct some of the twisting of the 2 
x 4’ and 2 x 6’s, we used long bar clamps 
and Jorgensen clamps to maintain align- 
ment and level while drilling holes and 
running in screws. A lot of Elmers Car- 
penters glue was used throughout. Some 
of the screws, which we wanted to stay 
tight, were glued in. 

The cabinet is probably the hardest to 
keep square. If not careful, you'll find out 
how far off you are when the sliding doors 
are fitted. We measured diagonally and 
used a square and gaged against the %4” 
plywood back, and still we came out Ye” out 
of square in 22”. | guess we could have cut 
the door edges on an angle but that would 
be cheating. 

One problem I’d had with my powder 
scale was that | could never repeat zero set. 
With the new bench, | drilled a hole in the 
center door just deep enough for the 
leveling screw to sit in when the screw is in 
its mid-position and the other end is 
shimmed up to almost perfect level. It works 
great. The scale will now come up level 
almost every time | set it on the door. If not, 
avery slight adjustment is all that’s needed. 
It also returns to zero when I’m done! It has 
excellent repeatability. 

Through all the cutting and assembly, | 
kept track of the total hours Don and | spent 
on this project. We each put in 402 hours. 
Cost of materials was $125 per bench. Add 
$40 for stain and varnish plus another 20 
hours labor, and the bench is done. | have 
never worked on a project of this magnitude 
before and found Don’s assistance abso- 
lutely essential. The size and weight of 
these benches require two people. The final 
weight per bench is about 300 pounds. 

Working together we found we’d catch 
mistakes before they became catastro- 
phes. If either of us didn’t fully understand 
the next operation, we went over it until we 
did. The worst mistake on my bench was 
made when | was working alone. The 
finger-cup holes in the large sliding doors 
were put on the wrong edge.

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A little advice, if you'll receive it, be careful 
how and where you glue and screw it 
together. These benches are BIG and 
heavy. If you ever have to move it you'll 
have to disassemble it or kiss it goodbye 
and leave it behind. On our benches the top 
is separate, the legs on each end are paired, 
the lower shelf is a unit, the back is 
separate, and the cabinet is a unit. Even 
that way the bench top alone weighs about 
80 pounds. 

If you need a sturdy loading bench, sent 
N.R.M.A. two dollars for the plans, study 
them, talk to a carpenter, and have fun. No 
two ways about it, it take time and some 
work, but | think you’ll be happy and proud 
of the final product. | am.

When Jef Fowler told me a couple of 
months ago that the supply was getting 
low, and the problems they were having 
trying to get some more, it really made me 
mad. To think that a country as great as 
ours has to depend on some foreign country 
for something as trivial as 250,000 cartridge 
cases. | told him that | was going home and

build another cartridge that would do 
anything that the PPC would do, be all 
American, and you could buy brass at any 
country store in the U.S.A. Well, | did just 
that. It’s called the 240 Coyote #2, and it’s 
made from a 30-30 case. 

After doing some case forming and 
checking case capacity, Hugh Henriksen 
was Called, and dimensions given to him for 
a set of reamers. It has the same body 
taper, shoulder angle, neck length and 
throating as my original .240 Coyote on the 
.220 Russian case (Editor: see May, 1983 
issue for details); capacity is the same as 
the 6BR Remington. 

| do all my case forming in a set of 6BR 
Remington forming dies which happened to 
be handy. It’s really a pleasure to set the 
shoulder back, cut the necks to length, and 
still only have some .013 wall thickness 
(about one-third what a BR case made from 
.308 brass gives you). The body wall and 
shoulder thickness are what they should be. 

When the reamers arrived, a heavy 
varmint barrel was fitted to my 40X sporter, 
which has a Russian bolt face, so the rims 
were turned, and an extractor groove cut 
in the cases to fit the bolt. Then, off to the 
range for a short session with the chron- 
ograph. | didn’t try to shoot groups at all at 
this initial session. It was one hundred 
degrees plus at the range, with mirage so 
bad that shooting well at 100 yards was just 
about impossible. It didn’t take long to 
prove, with four different powders, that you 
could get 3,400 feet per second with 68 
grain bullets. | had also bushed some of the 
primer pockets to take small rifle primers, 
with small flash holes, and really couldn't tell 
any difference in velocity with large or small 
primers with any powder used. 

My rail gun is built on an XP-100 action

that | set up to headspace exactly the same 
way as the 40X sporter, so | took the barrel 
off when | got home, and screwed it on to 
the rail assembly to take back to the range 
on my next trip, for more chronograph data, 
and hopefully some accuracy testing. Will 
write you as soon as this is done. There is 
a case drawing attached. 

| have talked to Jim Stekl about the 
development of the BR cartridge, with 
regard to accuracy attained with large 
primers versus small primers. He told me 
that Remington was never able to prove 
that the small primer was any better, and 
to establish it conclusively would not only 
take a lot more testing, but also some time 
on the match circuit to prove one way or the 
other. He also said that the large primer 
showed a higher velocity, and he thought 
that primer quality made more difference 
than primer size. 

Some of the loads testing on the first 
session were hot enough to loosen primer 
pockets, but cases did not have tight ex- 
traction. I’m sure that this is due to the thin 
case walls and shoulder. 

Don’t know whether you have guessed 
by now that this new round is nothing more 
than the venerable .219 Donaldson Wasp, 
with a little more shoulder angle, a little 
longer neck, and a little less body taper. 
How long has the Wasp been in existence 
.... forty years? (Editor, just about, the 
finalized testing was done in 1946). It was, 
when developed, a super cartridge . . . . still 
is... . and will be for many years to come. 
(Editor: Gad, if Harvey were only still around 
to read this). The rims can be turned, and 
extractor groove cut to fit anything from a 
Russian bolt face to turning rims only to fit 
a .308 bolt face, to full 30-30 diameter. It’s 
all American; you can buy your brass at any 
country store, and the 30-30 will probably 
be the last cartridge offered for sale in 
America. 

I'll send you later all testing data that is

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collected. Hugh Henriksen is now grinding 
me a set of .22 caliber reamers; everything 
the same as the 6MM except the neck 
diameter, for testing with heavy .22 caliber 
bullets. | have heard that Walt Berger is 
going to make some .22 caliber heavy 
bullets, and Jerry Hart is making some 1 in 
10 twist .22 caliber barrels. As soon as 
some of these can be had in my shop, I'll 
have to try them with this cartridge case. 

| was really looking forward to attending 
the Nationals this year, looking you up, and 
having a great gab-fest. Just not in the 
cards this year. Due to a sagging economy, 
there was a layoff at the plant where | work, 
and it forced a change in my work schedule 
that would not allow me to attend. This will 
be the first one that I’ve missed in several 
years. In three more years, they can give the 
job to someone else, and I'll be at the match. 

While rummaging through some old stuff, 
looking for Wasp loading data, a copy of the 
1964 Nationals match results turned up. 
That was the first Nationals that this 
country boy ever attended, and | do mean 
country boy. Took off for the match with a 
factory Sako .222, expecting to win fame 
and fortune. Didn’t quite accomplish that 
little trick. Light varmint class was the only 
one | shot, and | took 40th place. In 
retrospect, | guess it wasn’t that bad be- 
cause back then, the NBRSA rules had you 
disqualified if you put a shot outside the 
border. There were 74 shooters, and good 
ole Abilene, Texas disqualified 30 of the 
lads. 

Have really enjoyed your articles on the 
history of benchrest, so a copy of the 1964 
results was made to send to you. You may 
already have a copy; don’t know, but 
though you might be interested. Tom 
Gillman won the three-gun agg that year 


with a .5299. Now, 20 years later, I'll bet 
that the winning agg will be half that. A lot 
has happened in 20 years. 

Also enjoyed the articles on cleaning in 
the last couple of issues. | think that the one 
that Ed Shilen did was the best | have ever 
read. 

Would like to clarify a point in Allie Euber’s 
letter, which he made about me saying that 
you could use JB until your arm got tired, 
and not hurt a barrel. The statement was 
accurate, and | believe it is true . . . . if Allie 
or myself are doing it. Jerry Hart, Ed Shilen,

with it. But .... from my observation of 
shooters’ cleaning methods, at matches 
over the years, a lot of them will get cleaning 
rod damage, even if they were scrubbing 
with 10W-40 motor oil . . . . and | cannot in 
conscience recommend the use of abra- 
sives for these people. 

Good luck at the Nationals. |’ll be there 
in spirit only .... this year.

While 
there, the night before the heavy varmint 
class was to shoot, | grabbed a relatively 
unknown (except in local circles) shooter 
named Jim Schultz from Fairmont, West 
Virginia, who had just won a match at the 
Fairchance range in Smithfield, Pennsyl- 
vania, using his own wildcat, and set a 
range record .1966 100 yard agg with it 
while he was aboutit.

HOW I WON THE DONALDSON 


OLD-TIMER MATCH 


(Over the Other Two Competitors)

(An exclusive interview with this popular and handsome winner, 
by the Editor of PRECISION SHOOTING magazine, 
who fortunately just happened to be on the scene at the time). 


“| believe basically that one should be 
humble and silent about the accomplish- 
ments of one’s life. Let others speak the 
praise; itis much more meaningful that way. 
However, there are exceptions to every rule 
.... and this is one of them. Also, | HAVE 
to write it... . in a singular display of poor 
sportsmanship, the second place finisher 
refused to write an article on my great 
victory, the third place finisher likewise 
demurred, and there was no fourth place 
finisher. It’s a dirty task, but someone has 
to do it. 

| guess that | should start at the 
beginning. In the 1982 Old-Timer match, my 
good friend, now deceased, Bob Bump 
beat me in the Old-Timer match, using a 
beautiful .219 Donaldson Wasp, built by 
Taylor and Robbins. Bob Bump was not a 
great shot by any stretch of the imagination, 
but until the day he died, | don’t believe that 
| ever spoke to him without that 1982 match 
being brought up. Bob was a master at 
harassing, and this was one of the delights 
of his life. When Bob died, the rifle was 
willed to his even closer friend, Dick Ma- 
retzo. While | was delighted to have Dick get 
the rifle, | was moodily looking forward to 
another ten years or so of getting beat in 
the Old-Timer match, by that same cursed 
rifle, and by a guy who was likely to continue 
the harassing, in spades. 


The match was not held in 1983, but 
when it became known that it would be 
re-fired in 1984, | became determined to 
beat that wretched dentist, and the ex- 
pense be damned. Obviously, | had passed 
beyond logic and reason .... it was now 
an obsession .... a dementia. It even 
threatened my interests in horse racing and 
beer drinking. | tried to stop thinking about 
it, but couldn’t. | neglected my family, my job 
. .. .Some months P.S. magazine went out 
with only four pages . . . . | had no time for 
trivial things such as food. It was indeed an 
advanced case .... 

During the winter | purchased a rifle that 
| was certain was exactly what was needed 
to put that smart alec dentist in his place 
(second place, to be exact). A rifle owned 
previously by Crawf Hollidge, known to an 
earlier generation for his ‘‘Ernest 
Stuhlshooter”’ column in P.S. The rifle was 
featured in a 1962 article in AMERICAN 
RIFLEMAN about benchrest shooting. A 
beautiful .219 Donaldson Wasp, Remington 
722 action, light and crisp trigger, a striking 
dark laminated stock, with a Balvar 6x24 
scope topside, and wonder of wonders, an 
excellent bore. Furthermore, the gun came 
with formed brass, and dies. The formed 
brass was particularly appreciated . . . . my 
ability to even neck up .220 Russian to 6mm 
sometimes leaves a bit to be desired... .

and the Wasp case was always a stinker 
to form. 

The rifle was put aside. No need to fire 
it for a while . .. . it was so imposing that 
| was sure that the confounded dentist 
would drop in his tracks from sheer terror 
at the very sight of it. Maybe even want to 
concede the match. But I, of course, would 
not let him concede it .... he'll just have 
to take his whipping like a man. 

Well, the weeks dragged into months, 
and somewhere around June 10, | took the 
little rascal off the wall. After all, the match 
was scheduled for June 17. Plan was to 
load up some ammo, do alittle tune up work 
at the local range one evening, and then on 
to Johnstown, while practicing an appro- 
priate victory speech for the multitude. 

Sat down on the den floor with the rifle, 
the loading components, and my cleaning 
equipment. Decided to give the bore a good 
cleaning to start the proceedings. 

Took a brand new .22 caliber bore brush, 
and ran it through the bore. Odd, it’s a brand 
new brush .... yet it went all the way 
through and never touched the barrel 
interior. Took the brush off, and made a 
mental note to call Wally Hart the next day 
and tell him what | thought of his .22 caliber 
bore brushes. Then decided to run a .22 
caliber patch through it... . went through 
the bore like greased lightning .... may 
have touched the bore once or twice in its 
passage .... can’t be sure though. Took 
the patch off, and made a mental note to 
call Charlie Fountaine the next day and tell 
him what | thought of his .22 caliber 
patches. Stood the gun up, muzzle down,

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and idly dropped a new. Berger 52 grain 
bullet into the chamber. Went right through 
the bore, and bounced around on the carpet 
for a few moments, like a Mexican jumping 
bean trying to get out of the sunlight. Made 
a mental note to call Walt Berger the next 
day and tell him what | thought of his .22 
caliber bullets. 

| was sitting there morosely, with my little 
world tumbling in around my ears when the 
phone rang. It was Jimmy Meyer. At the 
moment, | have forgotten what he wanted 
at the time .... probably my advice on a 
gunsmithing problem. | explained the 
situation to Jim. . . . the bum bore brushes, 
the bum patches, the bum bullets; how 
difficult it was to get good equipment these 
days. After a long pause, Jimmy tactfully 
offered an opinion that maybe it wasn’t a 
.219 Donaldson Wasp. This opinion 
annoyed me at the time .. . . | can’t stand 
it when people reach snap decisions like 
that. 

| will spare you the details of the ten 
minute phone conversation. Basically, at 
the end, by virtue of sheer logic, and re- 
peating himself quite a bit, Jimmy convinced 
me that it was unlikely that the rifle was a 
Wasp any longer. . . . and if it was a Wasp 
....it certainly was not a .219 Wasp. The 
nagging suspicion that the barrel was not 
.22 caliber was reinforced by Meyer 
rationale. As | talked to him, | idly continued 
to drop .224 Berger bullets into the chamber 
of the rifle, with its muzzle on the floor... . 
they continued to free-fall rather merrily 
through the bore. . . . there was a gradually 
increasing pile of bullets at my feet. It was 
quite depressing, really. 

| finally ended the phone conversation, 
and walked into my gun room, thinking 
seriously of suicide .... the Samurai 
warriors used to throw themselves on their 
swords ... . | wondered if throwing myself 
on a benchrest rifle would accomplish 
anything .... probably not .... just dent 
the scope or something. | went looking for 
a rifle that met the conditions of the old- 
timer match ..:. no custom actions, no 
.222’s. There was a beautiful Al Marciante 
18 pound rifle, in .22-250, that | had never 
fired, but Harvey Donaldson had no con- 
nection with the .22-250, and somehow it 
just didn’t seem, well .... RIGHT. Reject 
that one. The various Shilen steel actions, 
Sherman actions, Webers, Stolles, all in- 
eligible. Of course .... the very thing.... 
over there, on the far wall .. . . a beautiful 
Bob Wallack varmint rifle, in .250 Don- 
aldson Ace .... the very thing. Then | 
realized that | had no .25.caliber match- 
grade bullets (primarily because such an 
item does not exist), and had to reject that 
idea .... we would certainly need 
match-grade bullets for dealing with the 
Dentist. 
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Then | remembered. . . .| had purchased 
a .219 Donaldson Wasp, made by Bob 
Wallack, a few weeks earlier, and a letter 
had just arrived stating that the rifle had just 
been U.P.S. shipped to my local gun shop 
.... from Texas. It was my only hope.... 
at this point in time. Of course | had to worry 
about the bore condition . . . . the seller had 
assured me, on his mother’s grave and a 
few other solemn vows, that the bore was 
excellent. . . . but people 2,000 miles away 
have been know to fib over such subjective 
matters. 

| started haunting the gun shop the next 
day... . ‘‘Isitin yet, huh? Tell me, is it here 
....ISITHERE?’ I’ve always gotten along 
quite well with the shop owner, but as the 
week went on, | began to detect feelings of 
.... Well, hostility. Finally, on Friday, the 
day | was to leave for Johnstown, the rifle 
arrived. A beautiful thing, with a Springfield 
action (admittedly not the fastest lock time 
in the world), laminated birdseye maple 
stock .. . .and, wonder of wonders, a good 
bore. There were 60 rounds of formed 
brass. Put the rifle, the brass, some Berger 
52 grain bullets, a can of 3031 powder, and 
some large rifle primers into the auto, and 
left for the Pine Tree rifle range in a cloud 
of dust. Not exactly the way to be PRE- 
PARED for a match, but take the cards as 
they are dealt. 


After shooting in the regular matches on 
Saturday, and accomplishing something 
less than nothing, Saturday evening was a 
bit of a frenzied affair because of a dinner 
engagement commitment with a dentist, a 
Great Gunsmith, Jimmy Meyer, and 
spouses. Still, | had to get ready for the 
match. | knew that 27 grains of 3031 was 
the classic Wasp load, but didn’t trust the 
Springfield action all that much, so went to 
26.5 grains instead. With time running out 
on me, | seated the Berger bullets by guess 
and by golly, picking a seating depth that 
LOOKED ABOUT RIGHT. Meanwhile, the 
Dentist was down practicing with his Taylor 
and Robbins Wasp. At his kind (?) invitation, 
| looked through his scope, interrupting my 
frenzied loading, and saw five shots that | 
would guess at about .400. . . . this at 200 
yards. | made some remark that he was 
wasting his time with fiberglass stocks and 
custom actions .... he ought to be firing 
this rifle in the heavy varmint class to- 
morrow ... . and went back to my loading. 
As it was getting dark and | was running out 
of time, | put everything back into the car 
trunk, and left, without having had the 
opportunity to fire a round. At dinner that 
evening, sitting opposite the Dentist, he 
kept chuckling over his .400 group. Every 
time he did, | ordered another round. Things 
were getting to me, | fear.

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whatever. The rifle had more attention that 
Loni Anderson would have received, had 
she shown up on the range that day.

anywhere near it. Finally my friends sat me 
down, and said, ‘‘Now just shoot the damn 
thing, will you please’. Meanwhile the 
Dentist was just sitting there, whistling 
softly, checking his fingernail length, next to 
that wicked Taylor and Robbins. . . . which 
had fired one group, at 200 yards, last night 

. the .400 group .... that he had 
mentioned oh, say about a dozen times 
during the day. My nerves were shot, and 
| was wishing | was somewhere else... . 
prison, Siberia concentration camp, rock 
concert .... anywhere but here. 

Finally came the moment. ‘‘Gentlemen, 
start your engines’ or whatever it is that 
they use to start rifle matches. | kept looking 
at that Springfield action, and wondering if 
| trusted it. Finally, being a coward (but a 
determined coward), | lined up the rifle on 
the sighter target, put my head well below 
the bench level, and gingerly reaching up, 
and groping about, managed to touch off 
the first round. Everything stayed together 
to my relief. | then sat up, looked about, and 
saw Fred Stohner, on the next bench, 
looking at me with his eyes sort of bugging 
out. ‘‘David, what the heck are you doing?”’ 
‘Oh, | always shoot this way, Floyd.” ““You 
do?”’ ‘‘Yes, it’s the newest shooting style, 
just developed in a warehouse in Texas.”’ 
“Really?” “Yup.” “But how do they hit 
anything, with their heads below the bench 
. .. . you’re supposed to look through your 
scope as you shoot.” ‘‘Nonsense, Floyd,

“Done... . but | can’t see any bullet holes 
with this confounded scope. Tell me how it 
looks.’ Mr. Stohner then made an inter- 
esting observation .... that | had com- 
pletely forgotten to pull back the target 
scope. Hmmm .... interesting .... | ha- 
ven’t fired a scope with external adjust- 
ments in a dozen years. . . . yes, | did forget 
that little detail. 

Meanwhile, the Great Gunsmith, on my 
left, was studying my target through his 
scope. | still couldn’t see individual bullet 
holes, but on looking at the Maretzo target, 
a large hole was visible . . . . undoubtably 
his group. Oh well, it had been fun (sort of) 
trying. | was picking up my equipment, 
when Seely said, ‘‘you’ve got him beat, all 
right.”’ | sat back down.

Unlike Alexander the Great, | then 
went and got two cold beers (that had been 
the final match of the day) . . . . one for the 
Dentist, who was still looking for a bront- 
osaurus, or a pterodactyl, or something to 
explain that one shot. | finally gave the beer 
to a sabre tooth tiger that was hanging 
around, and looked thirsty. Interesting, he 
had a bullet hole, of about .22 caliber |’d say, 
through his right ear. 

Next year, when you see a contestant in 
the old timer match, with a big, three foot 
sign over his bench that says, ‘Pull the 
scope back, stupid ....’’ you'll know I’m 
there to WIN. Next year I’m gonna blow his 
doors off .... again. 
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A Short Business Course 
For Gunsmiths

| very recently heard the details on a case 
where a gentleman managed to do himself 
considerable bodily harm by his operation 
of a custom rifle in a manner than can best 
be tactfully described as ill-advised. The 
injured shooter promptly sued several 
parties, including the gunsmith. It was a 
popular topic of conversation at an IBS 
match the following weekend, and having 
been dragged into a few of the discussions, 
| was startled to find how many of the 
gunsmiths | talked to were either totally 
without products liability insurance, or were 
not incorporated. 

The Good Lord gave each of us various 
skills, or various inclinations for knowledge. 
| myself would be totally unable to make a 
living as a gunsmith. But, as a manager of 
a good-sized insurance agency, | come in 
daily contact with both insurance people 
and attorneys. Many gunsmiths have 
helped me out with one of my many stupid 
mechanical problems. Can | now return the 
small favors by giving you a few brief, but 
important observations about a few things 
that could mean a lot to you someday? | add 
the proviso that | am not an attorney. | am 
not giving you legal advice .... | recom- 
mend that, if | make any sense to you at all 
. . ..go see your local attorney, and get into 
the matter in greater detail with him. 

First of all, insurance. If you do gunsmith 
work, or make a firearms product, if you 
make enough of them, sooner or later you 
are going to find that somebody, some- 
where, has managed to hurt himself with a 
firearm, and here comes the million dollar 
lawsuit notice, with YOUR NAME on it. If 
you lose the case in court, you will be 
expected to come up with the amount of the 
verdict . . . . be it ten thousand, or a million. 
If you ‘‘win’’, you will be expected to pay 
your attorney's fee .... should be some- 
where between ten thousand, and a 
hundred thousand, give or take a trifle. 
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The proper insurance form to deal with 
the situation is products-completed 
operations liability insurance. It is expen- 
sive, but it is usually within reason. | would 
recommend one source (which | have 
absolutely no connection with): the NRA 
insurance agency has a master program, 
whereby you can buy it much cheaper than 
a fellow buying a single policy. Their phone 
number appears in every issue of 
AMERICAN RIFLEMAN, but for easy 
reference, it is 1-800-247-2192. Call them, 
ask for their brochure and application for 
gunsmiths-small manufacturers insurance. 
When you receive the application, complete 
it, and either send it in for a quotation, or 
in some cases, the brochure will describe 
what the annual cost will be. 

Someone over the weekend told me, 
‘whatever it is, I’m sure | can’t afford it’. 
Hells bells, man, | can make a good case 
why you can’t afford NOT to have it. The 
most basic business rule | know says that 
in order to determine what you should be 
charging for a product, you should add up 
ALL YOUR COSTS, plus profit margin, and 
that’s what you should be charging. This is 
one of the costs you add up, it’s that simple. 
If you have been charging $85.00 for 
chambering a barrel, you might have to go 
to $90.00. You realize that you cannot 
chamber a barrel without cutting oil .... 
right? If you run out of cutting oil... . do 
you try chambering without it (because it’s 
too expensive) ... . or do you go out and 
buy more cutting oil? Well, ‘more cutting 
oil’’ is a business expense .... same as 
insurance. 


Once you get the application, brochure, 
or quotations, if you want to discuss it with 
a third party .... call me. I'll be glad to 
discuss it with you, whether | know you or 
not. 

Second, the little matter of incorporation. 
The primary value of incorporation is that it 
creates a so-called ‘‘corporate shield’”’. The 
party bringing suit against you (as a general 
thing) can only get what is in the corpo- 
ration, not what is in your personal name. 
If you have been doing business as ‘‘John 
Jones, Gunsmith’ for ten years, without 
insurance, and not incorporated... . let me 
give this to you straight .. . . and without 
frills . . . . if somebody out in the boondocks 
sues you, you could lose your house, your 
life savings, and most of what you have for 
material possessions. If the corporation 
does the work, and you're still so bull- 
headed that you haven’t purchased 
insurance, your losses PROBABLY can be 
limited to the CORPORATE possessions. 
The corporation can go bankrupt, without 
as much heartache as a personal bank- 
ruptcy. 

A fine gunsmith is an artist. And artists 
are often terrible business people. You may 


not really like .... or appreciate ... . this 
advice, because it will cost you money. 
Friend, I'm sorry. . . . I’m just trying to keep 


your posterior out of bankruptcy court. 

If you operate as a gunsmith, or as a 
manufacturer of parts, or even a retailer of 
parts or firearms .... have no insurance 
.... and are not incorporated ... . you’re 
living at the edge of the precipice. You may 
get away with it .... but then again.... 
maybe you won't. 

We live in an extremely lawsuit-con- 
scious society. When THE MAN shows up 
on your doorstep with the million dollar writ 
.... it’s too late. 

For Pete’s sake, get the insurance quote. 
And think about it .... a lot. 
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THE RIFLE BARREL, AND A FEW THEORIES

The January, 1933 issue of AMERCAN 
RIFLEMAN had a lead story of a student 
who had just graduated from Stanford 
University, and how some two hours after 
receiving his diploma, he borrowed 
$300.00, and talking someone at the travel 
agency where he had worked part-time into 
extending a bit of credit, he left for the big 
match upcoming at the hallowed Bisley 
range in England. 

It is my understanding that the student 
with the patriotic name of Jonn Adams won 
just about every match that was open to 
shooters who were not citizens of ‘‘The 
Empire’. John used a Speed Lock Win- 
chester 52, with a Titherington barrel. This 
did not hurt the barrel business of Geo. 
Titherington a bit; Titherington was a very 
fine barrel maker of his day. 

The next spring, at the California state 
small bore matches, yours truly was there, 
as an impressionable young pilgrim, eyes 
big as saucers, and listening intently, from 
the outer ring of a circle of listeners who 
were clustered around Johnny, listening to 
tales of Bisley. All the greats of the day were 
there. Grove Watkins with the first Mark II 
Springfield 22LR seen with an International 
Free Rifle .22 LR barrel on it, as well as a 
set of Elliott double set-triggers . . . . a pair 
of barrelmakers, Geo. Titherington and 
Elmer Hitchcock ... . John Sweaney who 
had done so much work with high velocity 
22S .... Chris Peterson, who led the 
Olympic Club of San Francisco, which 
cleaned up the club competition as usual 
.... Pope from L.A. .... Smith, who 
designed the Smith trigger for match rifles 
.... Erwin Bingham who won the High 
Civilian at Perry with a Springfield sporter

in rear. A place for everything, and everything in its place. 


(in either ’32 or 33). They were all there, and 
it was a heady day for a young, just 
beginning shooting enthusiast. 

It is still heartwarming to think back to 
Jimmy telling us of the sportsmanship of the 
British, who were quietly dumbfounded that 
a ‘Colonial’, not even a MEMBER OF THE 
BRITISH EMPIRE should shoot so well. 
B.S.A. and Vickers practically swarmed 
over the rifle, and an invitation was ex- 
tended to Johnny and his rifle to take a tour 
of the Vickers plant. 

There the match rifles were tested in a 
machine rest, before being sent out. On one 
rifle that had just fired a very acceptable

group, Johnny was told, ‘Don’t put any 
pressure on it, but just touch a finger to the 
barrel while we fire another group.” 
Promptly the next group moved over. 

Last week | told that story to Chris 
Peterson. Chris told me that he could beat 
that story. At Anschutz, the match rifles are 
test fired by machine rest in a covered, 
enclosed range. Fire a group, go over about 
25 feet, open and close the door. Pressure 
in the room drops, and the next group will 
move over about 3/16 of an inch at 100 
meters. 

When Merrill Martin and Roger Johnson 
suggested that | should now thread barrels 
to match the action thread . . . . square the 
face of the receiver and face of the bolt to 
be at right angles to the threads... . tosay 
that | was upset with the proposal would be 
an understatement .... | was aghast. It 
was inconceivable that such a gun should 
shoot well. MUCH against my wishes, | did 
make up the gun the way that they re- 
quested. Just to show, in a subtle fashion, 
what | thought of such goings on, | stamped 
the word “EXPERIMENTAL” on the barrel 
.... SO that anyone would not think that 
this was an example of shoddy Fullmer 
workmanship. Now that | know in retro- 
spect that the gun shoots like crazy .... 
with the same barrel as was on it before 

. | sort of regret that hasty bit of 
stamping. | won’t do that again, when 
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Figure #1 


Atrue receiver, true centerline with bolt. Barre! 
threads are true. This is one factory rifle in one 
hundred, maybe even more rare than that. 


Figure #2 


This is a faced receiver. The object on the right 
end is a test piece of barrel. The threads fit 
the receiver threads closely. The average 
factory receiver can be ‘“‘out” .001 to over .006. 


The receiver CAN be fit with shoulder contact 
by cutting a loose thread. However, better 
accuracy is achieved by fitting close threads, 
and facing the receiver to a close contact at 
the BARREL SHOULDER, if the amount of 
outage is less than .004. At .005 and up, one 
will find that the .708 diameter counterbore on 
the barrel has to be opened up to .710 or more. 
This is intended to show that thread contact 
AND shoulder contact are ALL important. 


Merrill pops in here with one of his theories. 
Too many of them work out just fine. 
Harry Pope used to compare a rifle barrel 
to a fly rod, it is said. On a fly rod, the best 
rods are usually one piece .... if jointed, 
the joints are very closely matched. If there 
is a close fit of the joint, but part way down, 
the joint on one side does not make contact, 
itis very likely that the rod, on flexing, would 
develop a twitch to one side, or not be part 
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of a smooth eclipse . . . . and thus, not have 
a true cast. 

If our threaded joint at the joining of barrel 
and receiver had a tight fit down one side, 
as one gets when the face is squared to the 
bolt ways, and IF the thread is partially off 
.... we then have one side of that thread 
with lesser contact strain. We have the 
same problem that we have with the fly rod 
.... Ora tuning fork with a nonsymmetrical 
leg. 

This next statement is way-out theory (at 
least in 1984) .... but | believe that some 
day we will see the ultimate in accuracy 
reached .... from a barrel and action that 
are made from one bar of steel. | go back 
to that Johnny Adams story, about how 
mere finger contact with the barrel, with no 
pressure... . and yet it moved the point of 
impact. We believe here that a thread fit 
must be EVEN AND CONSTANT... . with 
EQUAL CONSTANT pressure at the 
contact shoulder. To get a perfect fit it 
would likely be better to recut the receiver 
threads to a true line. However, perfection 
would tend to be expensive .... 


EDITOR’S NOTE: After touching up 
George’s article a trifle, | sent him a copy, 
and asked a few dumb questions of my 
own, looking for clarification of a few points 
that were less than clear to my admittedly 
slow mind. His reply follows: 


Dear Dave: 

The phone calls on this subject show that 
it is difficult to describe, and difficult to 
grasp. Hopefully, the two drawn illustra- 
tions will help a bit. 

On test pieces .... the threads must fit 
the receiver on their FLANKS ONLY; tops 
and bottoms MUST NOT CONTACT. 

On barrel pieces .... here again, the 
threads must fit on flanks only, tops and 
bottoms must not contact. 

One CAN, and most of us HAVE, fit a 
cocked threaded receiver .. . . by cutting a 
LOOSE THREAD. This lets the thread 
contact close down ON ONE SIDE, and no

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contact .... or a loose contact down the 
other side. This gives us the same result 
that John Adams achieved with finger 
contact on one side of the barrel in the 
above article. Remember, his contact was 
with no pressure. When there is flexing, as 
in my example of the poor joint flyrod, stress 
control becomes a variable . . . . instead of 
a constant. 

One fellow proposed that we cut a 
tapered thread. . . . but this would have the 
barrel AT ONE END giving but little con- 
tinuity of support. | do believe that vibrations 
would be IN ALL DIRECTIONS, rather than 
the one side stress of a barrel that had its 
threads close on one side, and loose on the 
other. 

Work done in this shop with the Ruger 
No. 1 (falling block) action is showing us 
very dramatically that the close fitting 
thread, with the barrel shoulder squared to 
the thread .... as we are doing with the 
Remington action . . . . is giving us a better 
fit .... and this is reducing the number of 
flyers. This is helped even more by squaring 
the receiver, and the block . . . . and having 
full block contact to the rear of the barrel. 
However, in the case of the Rugers, this is 


not an overall cure-all .... the rest of the 
accurizing work must be done, and done 
right, as well. 


| don’t want to beat this to death, but we 
believe that the method of cutting the action 
threads to a TRUE line with the bolt ways 
is the preferable way to go. However, right 
now on my workbench is a Remington 
action, with the threads cocked .001. Most 
factory recoil lugs will throw the fit out more 
than that. My Blanchard-ground recoil lugs, 
with a maximum run out of .0003 do help 
.... gives .00015 at the contact area. 

Few competitors would hold still for a 
thread recut job on a .001 “‘out’’ receiver. 
| would play heck trying to PROVE | could 
improve accuracy by recutting for this 
amount. In our world, the thread contact 
and shoulder contact are VERY IMPOR- 
TANT.

small bore international free rifle since | was 
12) so | consider myself less than a novice. 
I’ve been debating whether or not to speak 
up on the subject for fear of appearing to 
want to ‘“‘teach the masters’’. If the fol- 
lowing has been tried, please pardon me 
and let me know (I won’t waste my time), 
otherwise I'd appreciate your assistance in 
getting me in touch with one of the 
“masters’’ who might wish to try a little 
experiment. The barrel is acting according 
to well defined laws of physics concerning 
wave propagation. I’m relatively well versed 
in this from another hobby | have, amateur 
radio. These laws apply equally to all 
waves, electro-magnetic, mechanical, or 
acoustic and the formulas are same. 
Theoretically, it should be possible to 
calculate the exact length barrel (for a given 
bullet weight and powder charge) which will 
produce a 90° phase shift in the reflected 
wave thus canceling each other out and 
resulting inno muzzle movement. | have the 
reference books containing the formulas 
and | am willing to put forth the effort. | do 
not have the experience or equipment 
necessary to carry out the project. If you 
feel it’s worth a try, please get me in touch 
with someone. Maybe we can eliminate 
another unknown. 

Well, I'd better quit. | tend to get carried 
away at times so I'll apologize for the 
lengthy letter and let you get on with your 
business.

Rick has worked hard and 
kept very good records while he was the 
Chairperson of the International Commit- 
tee. It is only because of a health problem 
that we are preparing this Postal Match 
Report. It is our hope that we can do it the 
justice that our honored friend has done it 
in the past. 

The International Postal competition for 
1983 consisted of competition in three 
classes. The classes were Heavy Varmint, 
Light Varmint and Heavy Bench. A standing 
rule that all competitors should remember 
is that USA competitors are only allowed to 
be on one team. If an individual qualifies for 
two teams, the class with the best 
placement is used. 1983 was the best year 
thus far in terms of the number of countries 
submitting teams for the competition. A 
total of seven countries entered one or more 
teams in the 1983 competition. There were 
five Light Varmint teams, six Heavy Varmint 
teams and two Heavy Bench teams. The 
Postal medallions will be distributed to the 
International representative for each 
country for distribution to the individual 
team members. The report first lists the 
total results by team for each class. A 
detailed rundown of each class follows the 
total tally.
